Washington, December 14.—Ru-| 
mored intentions of Great Britain | 
and Japan to seek a tripartite agree- 
ment with the United States for lim- 
itation of warship building progfams 
came uP today for discussion in con- 
gress. 

In the senate a resolution was of- 
fered by Senator Borah, republican, 
Idaho, requesting the president to 
seek an agreement with those pow- 
ers for a five-year naval building 
truce, with construction programs 
cut In half during that period. It 
would, he said, develop -whether 
Great Britain and Japan are sin- 
cere in the talk of reducing arma- 
ments. 

Before the house naval committee, 
Secretary Daniels presented his rec- 
ommendations for naval cOnstruc- 
tion with this comment: 

* profoundly beliieve that the 
United States cannot afford to take 
a five-year ‘naval holiday,’ as it has 
been rumored England and Japan 
will suggest to this. country. 

“It would be a blunder, almost a 
crime, forthe United States to enter 
into an alliance with any two or 
‘three nations either to suspend or 
eurtail naval building or fof any 
other purpose. it wduld eertainly 
maké is- suspicion among the ether 
nations.”

Deland. accompanied by his wife 
and two daughters, was on the 
way to Florida to spend the win- 
ter when his machine ran over and 
Killed Miss Irvine Woltz as she 
stepped off a Hapeville car in Hape- 
ville. He was indicted of the charge 
of involuntary manslaughter and 
held in the Tower in default of 
$5,000 bond. 

Followimg the verdict, Mr. Deland 
stated thta he did not know wheth- 
er he would e¢aqntinue his trip to 
Florida or return home. His fam- 
ily was present in the court room 
when the verdict .was made and all 
of them thanked the jurors. 

Deland told the jury that Miss 
Waltz, who was a studént at Cox 
college, became confused when she 
saw his autombdbile just as she, got 
off the stre.- car. He stated that 
he had seen her step off the car 
and had sweive@ in order to pass 
back of her and she jumped into 
the path of his auto: The ma- 
chine passed over her and she died 
a few minytes later.

Judge 
Mathews ruled in their favor in this 
instance. 

General Walter. A. Harris, rep- 
resenting Mrs. F. Eugene Elmer, re- 
quested merely a bail, hearing for 
his client, and in such was willing 
to admit the state’s affidavits. It 
was on this point that Solicitor 
Garrett compromised. . Wednesday- 
the state will be forced to show 
pracically its entire hand in order 
to make a case. : 

Tonight, a list of one hundred 
witnesses is being prepared anid 
deputies will be dispatched to bring 
them to Macon. Public opinion tn 
Macon has veered strongly to the 
defense since noon... and there ts a 
decided feeling that the state has 
no case. This is, of course, super- 
ficial judgment. Prosecuting attor- 
heys are confident of success in 
making their cage Wednesday.

Garrett inticed Mrs. Elmer Into the 
State under false pretenses and that 
the warrant for the arrests In the 
case were sworn out by an irre- 
sponsible constable, which Mr. Gar- 
rett denied. Mrs. Elmer created a 
dramatic scene when she interposed 
and declared that the sdlicitor gen- 
eral “did send me a telegram 
Jacksonville.” 

Judge Ross, upon resumption of 
the hearing in the afternoon, charg- 
ed that the solicitor general had 
some thirty or more witnesses pres- 
ent in Macon and that he was de- 
liberately balking in a criminal) case. 
Solicitor Garrett denied this state- 
ment and declared that “despite al!

Geneva, December 14.—There wil) 
be no immediate limitation of ar- 
maments by any of the, powers 
which are members of the league 
of nations—unless such limitation 
is purely voluntary. 

Whilie the league has accepted 
the principle of curtailment in 
world-wide armament, it has failed 
to force through the measure des- 
tined to secure this desired end. 
What it adopted, as a compromise 
measure, is frankly nothing more 
than a politle worded request to 
the several governments that they 
cease building military and naval es- 
tablishments on the tremendous ba- 
sis of the past. But the request is 
not formally binding.

of thé navy are those of Great 


Britain and Japan, two governments 
long associated by an alliance; and, 


"Whereas, the United States is 
now and has ever been in faver‘of 
a practical program of disarmameft. 
Now, therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, by the. senate and 
house of representatives of the Uni- 
ted States in congress assembled, 
That the president of the United 
States is requested if not incom- 
patible with the public interest, to 
advise the governments of Great 
Britain and Japan, respectively, 
that this government will at once 
take up directly with these govern- 
ments and without waiting the ac- 
tion of any other nation, the ques- 
tion of disarmament with q view of 
Quickly coming to an undérstand- 
ing by which the building program 
of each of these governments, to- 
wit, of Great Britain, Japan and 
the United States, shall be reduced 
annually during the next five years 
to 50 per cent of the present rate. 

“Second, that it is the sense of 
the congréss that in case such an 
understanding can be reacked, that 
it will conform in its appropria- 
tions and building program to such 
an agreement, 

“Resolved, further, That this plan 
is suggested by the congress of the 
United States in order to bring about 
a eubstantial reduction in the navab 
armament of the world.” 

To Urge Quick Action. 

Senator Borah'’s resolution went 
to the foreign relations committee 
without debate. The Idaho senator 
said he would urge prompy action. 

Senator Borah said privately in 
introducing his resolution he acted 
only upon his own initiative, but 
that several senators had expressed 
their hearty approval of his plan. 


1 The Idaho -senator also said that 


he would wrge early action on the 
resolution by the foreign relations 
committee, probably next week. 
‘It calls for direct action with 
the only powers concerned,” - said 
Senator Borah. “It would develop 
whether Great Britain and Japan 


are sincere in the talk about reduc- 
ing armaments. If they are not we 


can quit talking about it.” 

The house naval committee pre- 
pared to inquire into the relative 
strength of the navies of the three 
powers. It was informed by Ad- 
miral Coontz, chief of naval opera- 
tions, who accompanied Secretary 
Daniels, that if all building’ were 
suspended today the comparative 
capital ship tonnage figures would 
be: Great ritain 864,600; United 
States 468,000; Japan, 326,000. The 
officer was instructed to be ready 
tomorrow to discuss in detail at an 
executive session the question of 
relative strength, existing and pro- 
jected. 

Keep Building, Urges Daniels. 

Secretary Daniels told the com- 
mittee he agreed entirely with Sen- 
ator Harding’s recent statement at 
that the navy should be 
commensuraté with the nation’s In- 
terests, reiterating his opinion that 
it should bée “equal to afhy in the 
worid.” 

“TY wish we could have a world 
agreement to settle disputes with- 
out recourse to arms,” he added, 
“but until that time comes, and 
comes surely, we ought t6 carry’ 
out our naval building program.” 

“No one knows the’future réla- 
tions of the nations of the world,” 


said Mr. Daniels. “It would be a 
blunder almost equal to a crime for 
the United States to enter into an 
alliance with any two or three na- 
tions, either to suspénd or curtail 
naval building or for any other pur- 
pose. It would certainly make for 
suspicion among the other nations 
of the world. I profoundly believe 
that the United States cannot afford 
to take a five-year ‘naval holiday’ 
as it has been rumored England and 
Japan will suggest to this country. 
I wish that we could have a world 
agreement that would settle dis- 
putes without recourse to arms, but 
until that comes and comes surely 
we ought to carry out, our naval 
building program.” : 
Fatal te Quit Building. 

“The United States, having the 
longest shore line of any nation, 
must protect whatever it has in 
Alaska, so close to Siberia; in Ha- 
wali, the gateway to the Pacific; 
in Guam, Samoa and the Philip- 


pines. 

“Ty think it would be fatal to 
cease the building we are now én- 
gaged on. We ought to have a navy 
as large as any in the world. As 
a pacifist, I make these recommen- 
dations reluctantly. 

“T have not recommended a new 


| lay down no new. capital ships. 
When our program is compiéted, 
though England might be superior 
in numbers, we would be stronger 
in guns, tonnage and spéed; There 
is no doybt that the ships we are 
now building will be immensely su<- 
périor to any of their ships, except 
perhaps the Hood.” 

Mr. Daniels again approved the 
geheral board’s recommendations 
for a new three-year building pro- 
gram totaling eighty-eight s ips 
and urged that the 191 DS oh 
be expedited.

Daniels Quotes Harding. 

Mr. Daniels quoted a speech of 
Senator Harding’s at Norfolk, Va., 
recently, with regard to American 
naval policy and said that he was 
in complete agreement on this sub- 
ject with the president-elect. His 
recommendations for new construc- 
tion were made, Mr. Daniels said, 
after a close study of world condi- 
tions on the part of himself and 
his chief technical advisers. - 

“T am'entirely in accord with Sun- 
ator Harding’s speech, asserted Dan- 
iels, “He has given emphatic ap- 
proval,” he added with a smile,to 
the present secretary of the navy.’

Washington, December 14.—Sharp 
criticism of the national coal in- 
dustry, with implied threat of dras- 
tic legislation by congress to meet 
alleged evils of arcfiteering and 
speculation, accompaniel the partial 
report of the senate committee on 
production and reconstruction, sub- 
mitted to the senate today. In 
general the report, which — 
rower to allow the committee to 
continue its investigation, suggested | 
government activities to bring about | 
co-operation under regulation. in| 
building construction, but its three | 
republication members, Senators | 
Calder, of New York; Edge, of New 
Jersey, and Kenyon, of lowa sup- 
plemented their finding with addi- 
tional statements, all of which 
agreed in asking special legisla- 
tive attention to present methods 
of producing and distributing coal. 

These, Chairman Calder said, 


“must be corrected,” while Senator | 
Kenyon declared that “if the mat- | 


ter is to go on, I, for one, harsh 
as the remedy may be, shall favor 
taking over the mines.” Senator 
Edge expressed as his conclusion 
that “the coal industry cannot bring 
order out of the prevailing chaos, | 
and give even reasonable relief to 
the suffering people, so I am ready | 
to modify somewhat, in this case, 
my opposition to government  in- 
trusion into private business and to 
advocate legitimate scrutiny.” 
Coal Profiteering Continues. 

“Coal profiteering, especially as it 
has followed the priority orders of 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, has continued unchecked by 
the department of justice, and is a 
national disgrace.” the committee 
said in its joint report. “Coal specu- 
lation has been permitted to monop- 
olize the transportation facilities of 
the country, retarding necessary

These reports should 
show, the committee concluded, “to- 
tal tonnage produced or handled, 
size and quality thereof, amount of 
tonnage contracted for, sold on con- 
sale, to whom, 
and the prices made and received 
uider eontracts or sales.”

“This 
has spread to combinations of em- 
ployers, who, working together with 
such grafting labor leaders have 
combined to force unduly high 
prices. The department of justice 
is urged to prosecute the wrong- 
doers whenever they are found to 
have violated the federal statutes.” 

Establishment of more trade 
schools by cities and states to train 
apprentices for the building trades, 
Was recommended as was the cre- 
ation of a federal bureau to assist 
in framing building codes 
would secure public interests and at 
the same time lower costs.

Most Money in Small Cotton Crops 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN 
Statistician Georgia Department of Agriculture. 


Apropos of the existing trying 
condition of affairs, particularly as 
it relates to cotton, I think it»would 
be inspiring if we were to refresh 
our memory as to the number of 
crises through which we have pass- 
ed since 1870 to this date. 


How often, in the fifty years past, 
have farmers, business men, bank- 
ers, merchants, et al. felt that 
bankruptcy stared them in the face! 
We have all experienced that ap- 
prehension; for we are inter-de- 
pendent. 

But there is ever an open door! 
Do you not remember that to every 
man who courageously stood and 


faced the situation, clinging to the 
faith, it was revealed, at the su- 
preme moment, that, behind every 
dark and lowering cloud there is a 
smiling Providence! What was the 
realization? That deliverance came 
just as it will come in this seem- 
ingly most acute situation of all 
we have ever known. 

Why, you have only to turn to the 
admirable reports of the comptrol- 
ler general of Georgia, from 1870 
down to 1919, to be informed as to 
the number of times successive cri- 
ses left great shrinkage in prop- 
erty values in their wake. 

The panic of 1873-78 was self-con- 
tradictory. Business was active; 
work was plentiful and wages sat- 
isfactory; for the reason that one 
dollar would purchase 100 cents’ 
worth of goods. Flour was $10 a 
barrel; granulated sugar eight 
pounds for a dollar. A negro brick- 
layer—not a brick mason—was paid 
$3.50 a day. Saturday night he had 
in his pocket $21 in cash. Desirous 
to buy an eighth sack of flour (24 
pounds) and offered the choice of 
three brands at 75 cents, 90 cents 
or $1.15, he invariably bought the 
very best. The equalizing fact was 
that there was in actual circulation 
every day of the five years a per 
capita of thirty ($30) dollars. The 


/general average price of upland cot- 


ton in New York was 13.6 cents per 
pound. And yet there was a shrink- 
age in Georgia property values of 
$47,200,000. -By 1883 we more than 
recouped that loss. 

During the panic of 1891 the ef- 
fects of which run through a period 
of five years, there was a shrinkage 
in Georgia property values of $53,- 
000,000. That disturbance was no 
respecter of persons. The general 
average price of upland cotton was 
7.4 cents per pound in New York. 
It was 1905 before we rid ourselves 
of the incubus of that drastic expe- 
rience.. But we did shake it off! 
And we can do that again. 

Did the farmers throw aside their 
ploughs, hang up their hoes, sell 
their pigs and poultry, turn over to 
the stableman their mules, and 
flock to town or city? Not one in 
ten thousand. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
conditions in the midst of which we 
are now struggling for the mastery 
--for a foothold, as it were—are ab- 
solutely abnormal. We have wit- 
nessed the wreck of dynasties. The 
whole world seems to have been 
turned wrong side out. A higher de- 
gree of courage is required of us; 
that is what the situation means. 
Greater self-confidence and a larg- 
er development of resourcefulness 
are two great factors demanded of 
us. I believe that the people will 
prove themselves, in their several 
walks of life, fully equal to the oc- 
casion, 

Cotton acreage reduction has been 
thoroughly discussed and earnestly 
advised. We are not without expe- 
rience in that kind of reform. Let 
us look into the subject that we 
may find and give due considera- 
tion to some of the results won: 

Most Money in a Small Crop. 

In 1904, Georgia made a large 
crop, 1,963,000 bales, which brought, 
on the basis of the general average 


| he used. 


price for upland cotton, New York, 
$43.50 a bale. In 1905 we reduced 
the acreage by 490,000 acres (11.5 
per cent) and the crop by 237,000 
bales. That gave 1,726,000 bales, 
which brought on the basis above 
mentioned, $54.50 a bale. The dif- 
ference in favor of the reduced acre- 
age and crop of 1905, compared with 
that of 1904, was $8,676,500! 

In 1911 we increased our acreage 
and produced an extra large crop— 
2,795,000 bales, which, at New York 


general average price for upland 
cotton, brought $48 a bale. In 1912 
we reluctantly cut the acreage by 
169,000 acres, or 3 per cent; the erop 
amounted to 1,813,000 bales, which 
was 982,000 bales less than that of 
1211. The percentage difference be- 
tween the two crops of 35.1. That 
difference is traceable to inferior 
seed or failure to supply the plants 
with the plant food required; or to 
poor cultural methods or to drought 
which latter could easily have been 
forestalled. Of course, the great 
crop of 1911 had a difference in its 
favor of $29,912,500. It is not the 
gross sum obtained that shows prof- 
it in a crop. 

In 1914 we increasedacreage com- 
pared with 1913, and produced a 
crop of 2,723,000 bales, which 
brought on basis upland, New York, 
$36.50 a bale. In 1915 we reduced 
the acreage by 608,000 acres, or 1l 
per cent. The crop amounted to 
1,938,000 bales—a reduction of 785,- 
000 bales, or 28.8 per cent. At New 
York price for upland it brought $56 
a bale. It exceeded in value the 
crop of 1914 by $9,138,500. 


The foregoing figures and facts 
sustain the arguments submitted in 
favor of a very sharp reduction in 


cotton acreage this year. It has 
been abundantly shown that to re- 
duce acreage is to practice’ true 
economy. 

Essentials to Success. 

It is very important that you 
should not lose sight of the essen- 
tials to success with a reduced 
acreage; for the matter of that, 
with any acreage: What.are the es- 
sentials? A thorough preparation of 
the soil, the best seed of the earli- 
est and most prolific variety of cot- 
ton; an intelligent, i. e., liberal use 
of high-grade fertilizer adapted to 
the plants—-400 pounds per acre; the 
very best methods of cultivating 
the crop; anticipating and prepar- 
ing against drought by providing a 
dust mulch for the crop two or 
three times a week until the need- 
ed showers come. Last and very 
important, begin early unceasing 
war against the boll weevil. 

The tenant is a man to be reck- 
oned with in this matter. A few 
years ago a south Georgia farmer 


told me this fact: He had a num- 
ber of share tenants. Each paid 
one-half the

gardiy manner. 


all the others, but he failed of the 
best results for the reason he would 
not use the necessary quantity of 
fertilizer per acre. The landlord 
talked to him, reasoned with him 
with no result whatever. At iast 
he said to him: “You Know that 
my crop .is liberally fertilized; you 
know that year by year I make 
more cotton per acre than you have 
ever made. Now, if you will follow 
my directions as to the quantity 
ot fertilizer to be used on each acre 
and you should fail to greatly in- 
crease your crop this year on the 
same number of acres you worked 
last year I will release you from 
all expense as to the fertilizer.” The 
proposition favorably impré@ssed the 
negro; he accepted it and worked 
up to it. In crop production that 
vear he so far outstripped his co- 
tenants they became jealous of him. 
He told them the secret of his suc- 
cess in detail. Result: One by one 
all the tenants fell into line. In- 
stead of making one 500-pound bale 
on three, sometimes five acres, they 
made a half bale to three-quarters 
of a bale per acre. The léader 
worked up to one. bale per acre.

HEALTH TALKS

HOW TO VENTILATE THE 
OFFICE? 

In the past six years I have 
found but one serious student of 
the subject intimating that ex- 
posure or chilling of the body in 


any way predisposes to pneumonia. | 


He was a leader in the differential 


diagnosis of lung fever due to the 
various types of pneumococcus and 
th application of the corresponding 
anti-penumococcic serum in ‘treat- 
ment. In a valuable essay describ- 
ing these important procedures he 
referred incidently to the open air 
treatment, and cited the case of a 
nurse who refused to bundle her- 
self up sufficiently while attending 
a pneumonia patient in the open air 
in cold weather. The nurse went 
up and came down with lung fever 
herself. Nurses are always doing 
something to arouse dissension 
among the doctors. Well, the way 
this pneumonia expert described it 
an uncritical reader might assume 
that the nurse took cold and the 
cold settled in her lungs. But I just 
like to be different from every one 
else. So I suggested to the pneu- 
monia expert that possibly the 


nurse had becdOme infected by the | 


patient—stranger things happen in 
everyday practice. I opined that 
such infection was even the prob- 
able explanation of the nurse's 
pneumonia, if, as the expert had 
pointed out, she had not been prop- 
erly dressed for her work, for, to 
my mind, at any rate, that implied 
that she wore no mask and hence 
was open to any stray droplets of 
germ-laden moisture the patient 
may have unwittingly coughed out 
or spattered in conversation. 

Of course my lubrications didn’t 
change the pneumonia expert’s 
mind. Although his essay showed 
how the disease igs caused by cer- 
tain types or strains of the pneu- 
mococcus, ihe still found himself 
saddled with the catching cold de- 
lusion. Lots of fine doctors are 
hard ridden by that delusion. It is 
bred in them. 

There is just one obstacle that 
prevents good ventilation in offices 
today, and that is old Auntie Mol- 
lycoddle. Sometimes Auntie wears 
skirts, but more likely she wears 
trousers and a worried expression.

ANSW E R—Wash it first with 
soap and water, rinse well, then let 
it stand a day in a solution of an 
ounce of standard formalin (liqor 
formaldehyde, 40 per cent) in six 
ounces (glassful) of water, occa- 
sionally agitating. This same 
formula may be used for sterilizng 
shaving brushes or hair brushes, old 
or «new. When the brush is re- 
moved from the formalin solution 
rinse it repeatedly to remove allthe 
formation.

A cloak of secrecy was dropped 
over the entire grand jury investi-

Mathews Closes Argument. 

Judge Mathews closed the argu- 
ments with the statement the court 
realized importance of the case from 
a standpoint of the state and its 
seriousness also from a standpoint 
of defendants. 

“I shall render my deetsion by 
procedure,” he declared. “Court wil] 
recess for ten minutes, after which 
I will render by decision. 

After the ten minutes recess, udge 
Mathews returned and said: 

“My judgment in the matter 
that the hearing cannot be 
tinued on ex parie affidavit. 
ther, that Mrs. Elmer, Mrs. Henry 
and Mr. Hopson have the right to 
a commitment hearing. I do not 
think that a bail hearing precludes 
the defendants from obtaining a 
commitment hearing later, where 
legal evidence must be presented in 
this event.

Solicitor Garrett then requested 
authority to subpoena witnesses, 
and a setting of another date for 
resumption of the hearing. ~Judge 
Mathews, after a period of silent 
thought, Stated that he was consid- 
ering nig oder the ease to the 
Houston tounty grand jury to sit 
next Monday. Attorneys for the de- 
fense each requested temporary bail 
for their clients pending the grand 
jury session. Judge Ross, General 
Harris and Attorney Berner each 
maintained that their several] clients 
should be granted bail because no 
evidence against @hem has been in- 
troduced, 

Garrett Opposes Move. 

Solicitor Garrett opposed such ac- 
tion vigorously. During this discis- 
Sion, Judge Ross declared that the 
balliff who swore out the murder 
Warrants admhitted to him that he 
knew nothing of the case, but acted 
merely under directions from Mr. 
Garrett. Judge Ross vehemently 
charged the baliff with perjury fol- 
lowing this accusation. 

The judge made a most eloquent 
appeal of three-quarters of an hour 
for the defendants, crying at the 
one time: “If your honor would 
just take your pen and give them 
bail it would be a just and rignt- 
eous act of God and man.”

STEPS TAKEN 
TO LEGALIZE 
THE ‘SPITTER’ 


New York, December 14.—The Na- 
tional league at its annual meeting 
here today extended for three years 
the term of President John A. Heyd- 


ler, and granted to him a substan- 
tial increase in salary. President 
Meydler’s present pay is $10,000 a 
year, and the increase, while it ts 
not officially stated, is said to have 
been fifty per cent, which would 
make his annual salary $15,900. 
The additional three years will 
_ his term expire December 31, 

The new agreement with the Amer- 
ican league, which is to run for 
twenty-five years, was adopted and 
formally signed by each of the eight 
clubs and President Heydler. The 
agreement was adopted without 
even the suggestion of an amend- 
mangt. 

The 1920 season, the president’s 
annual report said, proved the most 
successful in the history of the Na- 
tional league, the paid attendance 
being more than one million fn ex- 
cess of the previous season. Dur- 
ing the season the clubs used 27,- 
924 balls, an increase over 1919 of 
10,428, This increase was due 
mairmly to the enforcement of the 
mgd pitching rules, said Mr. Heyd- 
er. 

A constitutional amendment was 
adopted which provides that when 
waivers are asked on players, the 
waivers may be withdrawn. Un- 
der the present rule when waivers 
are asked and a club puts in a claim 
for the player, the transfer must 
be consumated.

18. MERCHANT MARNE 


According to Denman, First 
Chairman of Ship Board. 
Shipping Brains Scarce. 


December 14.—The 
government's failure to outline a 
definite future policy with regard 
to the merchant marine is holding 
development of American shipping 
by private capital practically at a 
standstiil, William Denman, first 
chairman of the shipping board, de- 
clared today before the house com- 
mittee investigating operations of 
the board: 

“No one knows what the policy of 
the government will be,” Mr. Den- 
man said. “Private shipping com- 
panies won't go ahead with con- 
struction programs when they do 
not know what the government Iin- 
tends to do about disposing of ships 
it already has constructed.” 

The government must assist if the 
United States is to have a large 
private merchant fleet, Mr. Denman 
said, adding that the government 
should “quit drifting along on Brit- 
ish and German propaganda in re- 
gard to shipping as it has_ for 


Washington, 


Denman told the committee 
that during the early days of the 
war “hysteria spread over Wasnh- 
ington, almost anglo-mania in char- 
acter.” 

“A number of the men engaged 
in shipping in New York with whom 
we consulted were tied up 
British shipping interests,” Mr. Den- 
man added. “This was unfortunate, 
as there was need for the United 
States to secure all the shipbuilding 
facilities possible.” 

“We had to proceed cautiously,’ 
the witness continued. He men- 
tioned P. A. S. Franklin, of the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine com- 
pany, as one of those with British 
shipping connections who had ad- 
vised with the board, but he added 
that Mr. Franklin “offered us val- 
vable advice and never was un- 
American.” 

Scarcity of “shipping brains” in 
the country is one of the great 
weaknesses of the United States in 
‘nternational shipping, Mr. Denman 
declared. 

“We are hopelessly behind Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Holland 
and Great Britain because we 
hgven’t the men who understand tne 
shipping game.”

PHYSICIANS FILE 
SUIT TO SECURE 
LIQUOR PERMITS 


Chicago, December 14.—A suit in 
equity to restrain the district fed- 
eral prohibition director, Ralph W. 
Stone, from refusing to issue pre- 
scription blanks for alcoholic 
liquor to physicians as required by 
them instead of a limited number 
each month, was filed today in the 
United States district court by Dr. 
E. H. Murdock, president of the 
American Protective Medical frater- 
nity. It is alleged that the eight- 
eenth amendment merely forbids the 
use of alcoholic liquors for bever- 
age purposes and places no restric- 
tions on medical uses. It is also 
averred that the Volstead enforce- 
ment act does not limit physicians 
as to the number of blanks on 
which prescriptions for whisky and 
other alcoholic mixtures may be 
written. 

The first ruling in connection 
with alcoholic prescriptions limited 
physicians to 100 a month, but later 
National Prohibition Director Kra- 
mer at Washington ordered that 
more might be issued if need for an 
extra supply could be shown.

The § sey- 
eral experts of the bureau of ento- 
mology who have been sent to Fort 
Valley, Ga., will make a thorough 
investigation of the life history and 
habits of the principal peach insects 
of that region in order to determine 
the best means of controlling these 
pests. No formal report on the 
result of the work will probably 
be issued unti! the work has been 
carried out for several seasons, but, 
of course, the growers will be giv- 
en the benefit of expert  advic 
Whenever possible. As soon as a 
publication on the 
work is issued, one copy will be 
placed in the hands of all interested 
fruit growers, and a copy will also 
be forwarded to you.”

Columbia, S. C., December 14.4 
(Special.)—A bill empowering the 
South Carolina warehouse board to 
issue bonds to be known as emer- 
a@ency cotton bonds, to be secured 
by collateral security 
notes with warehouse receipts for 
cotton attached thereto and further 
Suaranteed by the unlimited lia- 
bilitv of each and every member 
constituting the unchartered corpo- 
ration of each county unit compris- 
ing the emergency bonding company 
will be introduced on the opening 
day of the South Carolina genera! 
assembly and its speedy passage 
sought. 

The bill will be introduced at the 
request of the South Carolina d!- 
vision of the American Cotton as- 
sociation and similar legislation 
will be sought in each of the other 
cotton-growing states of the south. 
Officials of the cotton association 
believe that the measure will be 
passed immediately by the legisla- 
ture of this state. Reports from 
other states indicate fhat a similar 
measure will

spective states convene. 

The emergency cotton bonds are 
expected to relieve the local money 
stringency and it is expected that 
they will also find general circula- 
tion.

AN UNCOLLEGTED TAXES 


Due the United States Be- 
cause of Inability to 
- Audit Returns. 


Washington, December 14.—Meth- 
ods of raising sufficient revenues 
to offset losses through the pros- 
pective repeal of the excess profits 
tax were considered today by the 
house ways and means committee 
as the second step toward tax revi- 
sion. The committee at previous 
sessions has considered changes in 
the taxes on incomes. 

The day’s hearings brought from 
the treasury an estimate that “more 
than a billion dollars” were out- 
standing in uncollected taxes, most 
of which ,the treasury spokesman. 
Dr. Thomas S. Adams, said, was 
traceable to inability to audit thou- 
sands of corporation returns. Dr. 
Adams declared that the revenue 
bureau had not yet completed the 
work of auditing returns for the 
year 1917 because of the gigantic 
gg hme ha burden of tax collec- 
tion. 

Majority members of the commit- 
tee revealed at today’s "hearings a 
virtual agreement with respect to 
repeal of the excess profits tax. Their 
immediate work, it was said, lay in 
finding a substitute levy which 
would produce an equal amount of 
revenue. , 

Although the committee will take 
up its regular schedule of hearings 
tomorrow and probably will not

$23,765,000 Reported 
As Cost of the Census 
By Director Rogers 


Washington, December 14.—The 
annual report of the census bureau, 
which was made public tonignt by 
Director Sam L. Rogers estimates 
that the recent nation-wide enum- 
eration covering a period of three 
years ending June 30, last, cost $23.,- 
765,000. As only $22,550,000 was ap- 
propriated iby congress for the pur- 
pose, the bureau will be required 
to ask congress for a deficiency ap- 
propriation of $1,215,060. 

The cost of the field work for 
enumeration of population and agri- 
culture, the report sald, was approx- 
imately $9,345,000, which represents 
“a material increase, as compared 
with the cost in-1910.” 

A peculiar feature of the 1929 
census. the report says, was the 
number of complaints received from 
towns and cities due to reduced 
rates of growth as compared with 
previous censuses. All these were 
Ziven attention, it adds, but only in 
a few cases involving no large or 
medium-sized cities. was it found 
that any significant proportion of 
the population had heen missed hy 
the original enumerators.

ALIEN RADICALS 
AND IMMIGRANTS 


Discussed in Report of 
Labor Secretary Wilson. 
Labor Department for 
Collective Bargaining. 


Washington, Degember 14.—Es- 
tablishment of machinery overseas 
in co-operation with foreign gov- 
ernments through which aliens be- 
fore breaking up their homes may 
determine whether they will be ad- 
mitted to the United States and leg- 
islative consideration of the propo- 
sals of the Second Industrial] Con- 
ference are outstanding recommen- 
dations in the annual report of Sec- 
retary Wilson made public today. 

The labor secretary devotes much 
of his report to discussion of im- 
migration and the expulsion of 
alien revolutionaries. He asserts 
that he “alone has authority to or- 
der the arrest and expulsion of 
aliens although the bureau of im- 
migration has assumed to itself 
power not only to make recommen- 
dationg but also to make findings. 

The report shows that 633,371 
aliéns arrived in this country dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, as compared 
with 237,021 the year before. Of 
the total arrivals 11,795 were ex- 
cluded at the ports where they 
sought to enter. Of these arriving 
430,001 are classed as 
aliens and 195,575 as non-immigrant 
aliens. Departures of aliens total- 
led 428,062, including 288,315 emi- 


grant aliens and 139,747 non-emi-

174, as compared with 14,904 the 
year before. The total number of 
Japanese departing is placed at 15,-

were males and 6,981 females.

Collective bargains cannot be re- 
garded in the same category as or- 
dinary contracts, because there is 
no mutuality. The employer does 
' not agree and cannot agree to give 
steady employment to al] the wage- 
earners concerned nor to any speci- 
fied number. Consequently, the

Mr. Wilson says that as a resu 
of the failure of congress to enact 
legislation defining the status of 
the United States employment serv- 
ice the service exists more as a 
function than as a bureau of the 
department and he urges fFegisla- 
ton permanently establishing this 
service and enabling it to co-operate 
iwith state employment bureaus. 
The labor secretary renews his 
recommendation for legislation to 
improve the worak of labor distri- 
bution bv making public lands and 
community credits more accessible. 
He also again urges congress to 
provide governmental means for 
the adequate training of workers in 
industry and to provide for federal 
control of the itnterstate transpor- 
tation of private police, troops and 
guards for industrial purposes.
